EXPECTED THAT THE INCREASED AVAILABILITY OF CHEAP 
CONSUMER GOODS WOULD LEAD TO INCREASED CONTACTS AND SOME 
ADMIRATION. BUT THE CONTRARY WAS TRUE, AS REFLECTED IN 
PUBLIC OPINION POLLS AND LOCAL GOSSIP. THE CABLE 
CAPTURES THIS ACCURATELY. SECONDLY, THERE IS A VERY 
CLEAR SENSE OF "THREAT" FROM GREAT BIG CHINA NEXT TO THE 
RELATIVELY SMALL COUNTRIES OF POST-SOVIET CENTRAL ASIA, 
AS THOUGH THERE WERE VAST HOARDS OF HAN CHINESE POISED AT 
THE DZUNGARIAN GATE TO FLOOD INTO CENTRAL ASIA, RATHER 
THAN ETHNIC BROTHERS SPARSELY POPULATING VAST STRETCHES 
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OF "CHINESE" CENTRAL ASIA. ' THIS MAY BE A LEGACY OF 
SOVIET TIMES, BUT IT ALSO REFLECTS CULTURAL AND ETHNIC 
STEREOTYPES. AS FOR RESOURCES, THE IDEA OF A TRANS-CHINA 
PIPELINE SOMETIMES COMES UP IN DISCUSSIONS ABOUT THE 
VARIOUS OPTIONS FOR CASPIAN OR OTHER OIL AND GAS, BUT IT 
IS NOT TAKEN SERIOUSLY BY WESTERN FIRMS AND SEEMS TO 
REPRESENT A PLOY OR FRUSTRATION VIS A VIS THE RUSSKIES 
ANYWAY, THE "GREAT GAME" IT AIN'T, BUT THE REGION, THE 
RESOURCES AND THE PEOPLE ARE FASCINATING. I'M HOPING TO 
GO OUT THERE AGAIN LATER THIS YEAR, AND MAY GET BACK TO 
YOU ABOUT POSSIBLE PLANE (OR TRAIN?) CONNECTIONS TO

LEGISLATION THAT WOULD ALSO INCLUDE GOOD WORDS FOR OUR 
FRIENDS IN THE RENEGADE PROVINCE. APPARENTLY, C. 
CHRISTOPHER COX, REPUBLICAN OF NEWPORT BEACH, CA, HAS 
BEEN TASKED WITH PREPARING THE BILL, WHICH, OUR CONTACT 
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HEARS, WILL ADVOCATE U.S. RECOGNITION OF TAIWAN AS A 
STATE. ASKED ABOUT THIS RUMOR, THE H STAFFER WHO HANDLES
